No. 10/12/72-CS7/, — The rules for a qualifying examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1973 for the purpose of making additions to the Select 
List of Grade II of the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service from among the Hindi Stenographers arc published 
for neneral information, 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appendix 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3, Any permanent or temporary Hindi Stenographer who 
is working in any of the Ministries, Departments or Offices 
participating in the Central Secretariat Stenographers Ser- 
vice and who satisfies the following conditions shall be 
eligible to appear at the examination ; — 

(a) he should be holding a post of Hindi Stenographer 
jn a scale of pay the minimum and maximum of 
which are not less than Rs. 210/- and Rs. 530/- 
respectively. 

(b) he should have been appointed as Hindi Stenogra- 
pher before tho 23rd March, 1968. 


Note . — Hindi Stenographers who are on deputation to 
other ex-cadre posts with the approval of the competent 
authority shall be eligible to be admitted to the examination 
if otherwise eligible. This also applies to an officer who 
has been appointed to another ex-cadre post or to another 
service on transfer if he continues to have a hen in the post 
of Hindi Stenographer for the time being. 

N.Ji t — Candidates are warned that this will be the last 
examination for induction of Hindi Stenographers in Grade 
11 of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 

4. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

5. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 

less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. , Al 

6. A candidate who is, or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
document or documents which has or have been tampared 
with or of making statements which are incorrect or false 
or of suppressing material information or otherwise resorting 
to an other irregular or improper means for obtaining ad- 
mission to tho examination or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means jn the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall may in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution. 

(a) be debarred permanenty or for a specified period 
by the Commission from admission to any exami- 
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nation or from appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection of candidates; 
and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under** the appro- 
priate rules. 

7. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may be held by the 
Commission to be a conduct which would disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
of the Commission's Notice, 

9. After the examination, the names of the candidates who 
are considered by the Commission to the suitable for in- 
clusion in the Select List for Grade II of the Central Sec- 
retariat Stenographers Service on the results of the examina- 
tion shall he recommended for such inclusion : 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
o r the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified by the 
standard prescribed bv the Commission may also be recom- 
mended by them if they are not found unfit for inclusion 
in the Select List for Grade II of the Central Secretariat 
Stenographer Service on the results of the examination. 

Note . — Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes/ 
Tribes mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950. Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Part C States) Order, 
195 L Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950 and

10. The form and manner of communication of the results 

of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion; and the Commission 
will not enter into any correspondence with them regarding 
the results, ' ' ' ” 1 : 

11. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 

Examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
as Hindi Stenographer or otherwise quits^ the posts or severs 
his connection with it, or whose services are terminated 
by his Department or who is appointed to another ex-cadre 

post or to another service on ‘transfer’ and does not have 

a lien in the post of Hindi Stenographer, will not be ellicihlc 

for inclusion in the Stelcct Lisi of Grade IT of the C.S.S.S. 

on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Hindi Stenographer 
who has been appointed on deputation to another ex-cadre 
post with the approval of the competent authority.

3. (i) Candidates will be fjiven a dictation in Hindi at 100 
words per minute for ten minutes, which the candidates will 
be required to transcribe in 65 minutes. 


Note — Candidates who are declared as successful in the 
Hindi Stenography test held by the Commission 
in 1963 shall not be required to take the short- 
hand test. 

(ii) Candidates will be required to transcribe their short- 
hand notes on typewriters, and for this purpose they will be 
required to bring their own typewriters with them. 

4. The Syllabus for the written examination will be as 
shown in the Schedule to this Appendix. 

5. The question paper must be answered in Hindi. 

6. Candidates must write the paper in their own hand. In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe to 
write down answers for them. 

7. Only those candidates who obtain such minimum quali- 
fying marks in the written examinations as may be fixed by 
ihe Commission in their discretion will be called for short- 
hand test. 

8. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial knowledge. 

9. Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks for 
the written paper will he made for illegible handwriting. 

10. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression, combined with due economy of words in all sub- 
jects of the examination. 


SCHEDULE 

Standard and Syllabus oj the Examination 

Note : — The standard of the question paper in Part T will 
be approximately that of the Malriclulalion examination of 
an Indian University. 

(a) Hindi — The paper will be designed to test the candida- 
te's knowledge of Hindi Grummet and Composition, and 
generally iheir power to understand and ability to write cor- 
rect Hindi. Account will he taken of arrangement, general 
expression a-nd workman like use of the language. The paper 
may include questions on essay writing, precis writing; draft- 
ing; correct use of words; easy idioms and prepositions, etc. 

(b) General Knowledge — Some knowledge of the Consti- 
tution of India. Eivc Year Plans, Indian History and Cul- 
ture, General and Economic Geography of India, Current 
events, everyday science and such matters of every day obser- 
vation and ns may be expected of an educated person. Can- 
didates 1 answers are expected to show their intelligent under- 
standing of the questions and not detailed knowledge of any 
textbook.

(v) Rural area of South Andaman excluding (iv) 
above — Four, 

(vi) Urban area of South Andaman — Two. 

(vii) Car Nicobar — Two,

4. (2) The details of the Panchayals or islands, as the case 
may be, which are comprised in each of the area's mentioned 
in sub-para (l) above will be as notified by the Chief Com- 
missioner in the local Gazette from time to time. 

4. (3) The members representing the areas referred to In 
clauses (i) to (v) of sub-para (1) above will be elected, by 
show of hands, by the Panchayat Pradhans of the respective 
areas from amongst themselves, each year.

4. (6) The member representing the area referred to In 
clause (ix) of sub-para (i) above will be nominated by the 
Government of India* in the Ministry of Home Affairs, each 
year. 

5. The term of the members mentioned in para 4 above 
will be from the 1st of April each year to the 3 1st of March 
of the following year. Notwithstanding this, however, the 
term of the Advisory Committee being constituted for the 
year 1972-73 will commence from the date of Its constitution 
and end on the 31st March, 1973. 

6. The office of a member of the Committee shall be 
honorary and shall not carry any remuneration. The mem- 
bers will, however, be entitled to travelling allowance and 
daily, allowance for joumcys/bnlts in connection with the 
meetings of the Committee in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Government of India from time to time.
